Making Bread 
At Home 


BY LORETTO C. LYNCH 


An’ Acknowledged Expert in 
All Matters Perfajning to 
Household Management. 


Too many young housekeepers will 


attempt to make most anything ex- 
cept bread, Yet, the making of a 
couple of loaves of bread is far less 
complicated than the making of even 
la simple cake. } 

Suppose you try,to make a couple 
of loaves. You will want two tin 
loaf-pans. Thes® will cost about 
fifteen cents each, You will like to 
have a large mixing bowl and the 
usual half-pint measuring cup and 
standard tea and tablespoons. 

In using yeast, follow directions, 
Remember that yeast is a plant. In 
order to live and grow it requires 


a cake of compressed in two 
tablespoons of lukewarm water until 
it may be poured. Test the liquid in 


the mixing bowl to ascertain if it is 


yeast 


just lukewarm. This may be done 
by letting a drop fall on the tender 


part of the wrist. If right in tem- 


| perature, add the yeast mixture. Then 


beat in enough flour to make a batter. 
Beat this for several minutes to help 
incorporate the air necessary for the 
growth of the yeast. Then add 
enough more flour to make a dough 
stiff enough to be handled. 

Toss on a lightly floured board 
with floured hands knead

| flour so that when the dough is press- 


ed in with the finger it quickly re- 
bounds, as does a rubber ball. Rough- 
ly, about three minutes’ kneading will 
be required for this quantity. Alout 
one-fourth cup of flour will be requir- 
ed for kneading in after the dough is 
on the board.

Johannesburg.—A_ Scottish detach- 
ment was ambushed at Benoni, Satur 
day, by strikers hidden in a planta- 
tion, who suddenly poured a heavy 
fire into the soldiers, killing 18 of 
them and wounding 25. Most of the 
retachment were ex-service men. 

The communication then describes 
the successful resistance of 130 men 
of the Imperial Light Horse against 
the attack of strikers at Ellis Park, 
in which many of the strikers were 
killed or wounded, Five of the sol 
diers were killed and 15 wounded. 

The communication adds that the 
strikers have had initial successes 
but says the forces at the disposal of 
the Goverfiment now formidable. 

At least one hundred persons are 
believed to have been killed in Sat- 
urday’s fighting here and the wound- 
ed will reach a much larger num- 
ber.

dt. Joha.—With a total o1 v,200,- 
860 bushels of grain shipped from 
West St. John by the C, P. R. last 


week, and 1,500,000 in the elevators, 
besides 94 carloads on track, pros-

Soldier Settlement and 


Irrigation {s coming into its ewn 
in Western Canada. Pioneers of the 
older provinces began with an axe 
and an ox team and were skeptical 
of the farmers becoming their own 
rain makers. Now the irrigated dis- 
tricts such as the Okanagan Valley, 
British Columbia, not leng since a 
desert, bloom like a rose through 
the vitalizing wealth of the waters 
of irrigation. A large acreage that 
is now being won from nature is the 
soldiers’ settlement land in the 
Southern Okanagan — a 2,200 acre 
tract that is of national interest be- 


cause of its strategic location and 
the engineering skill required to 
make it of service to the soldier set- 
tlers. A motor trip through the 


settlement revealed a country rich 
in scenic beauty, interesting in old 
land marks and marvellous in pres- 
ent activity of transforming a wild- 
erness into a garden. It lies in a 
lovely valley, extending from Vas- 
eaux Lake to the Internationa! Boun- 


dary. The nertherly part of the 
settlement is 22 miles from Pentic- 
ton. 

Water for the irrigation is sup- 
plied from the Okanagan river 
which, at point of diversi is about 
three-quarters of a mi below 


Vaseaux Lake and has a width of 
200 feet. A concrete dam raises the 
surface of the water & feet. The 
system has been built in a very per- 
manent way with concrete lined 
ditches which prevent seepage losses, 
concentration of mineral salts and 


water logging. The canal is 18 feet 
wide on top, five and a half feet 
deep and capacious enough to run a 
beat with a flow of 170 cubic feet per 
second. Eleven miles of the project 
is finished, 5 miles partly done and 
when finished, 22° miles of cana] will 
be built to the Boundary. From the 
varying disposition of the tope- 
graphy, many engineering problems 
and difficulties arose—preblems that 
were unique in engineering in Am- 
erica. Various experiments had to be 
resorted te which included the use 
of great wood stave pipes and rivet- 
ed steel pipes, some 80 inches in 
diameter. 

An example of the immensity of 
the task as well as of the engineer- 
ing skill required is the construction 
of thirteen flumes in the nine miles 
from the Intake to the cement pipe 
works. There will be about 1,200 
acres of irrigable land in the plot 
and the land is being developed un 
der the most favorable conditions

A plant for the manufacture of 
concrete pipes is one of the ex- 
tensive industries of the settlement 
Twelve miles of pipe wil] be built 
this season by 26 men, with an out- 
put of 650 feet of piping a day. 

A portion of the land was put on 
sale last spring and about 600 acres 
sold. The first orchard was planted 
by Perley Simpsen, a returned sel- 
dier, belonging to the constructien 
camp. 

The town of Oliver will be the ad- 
ministrative centre ef the district. 
It is one of the few planned tewns 
in Canada and is not being de- 
veloped in a haphazard way with 
speculation in sub-divisions.
